The Commission and staff worked very hard to pin the whole thing 
on Oswald alone and then before it closed up shop the Commie a ion impounded the minu- 
tes and other off the record” information on grounds of "National Security." But, of 
course, Oswald alone and entirely without connections could have been no kind. of threat 
to security. Thus the Commission branded the Report a lie, itself a liar. 

There were two conspiracies , one to kill Kennedy and the other 
to cover up. There were at least two riflemen who fired alternately. Zapruder film 
frames 315 and up show clearly the fatal head wound and the direction from which the k 
ahot came. That was from the right rear and necessarily above but at a slight angle. 

For a moment that glaring white V-ehaped blaze on the right side rear of Kennedy's 
head as shown on frames 315 and up puzzled me and then I knew.
